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Fay they are always alike in number, for at this time there 
is ( by the moſt ingetious Obſervator as perhaps ever the 
Wecrld bred ) Obſerved 50r: glorious Stars which arc nor 
ſo much as mentioned by the Noble Tycho Brahe, who 
was as curious in obſerying their number, as in obtain- 
ing their true Longitude 3nd Latirude, Some of the Je- 
wiſh DoRots are ſo bold to teil us there is not aboye 
12020 Fixed Stars in all the Firmament of Heayen, and 
thoſe of the Gabala fay there is not leſs than 20:0 
Myriads, but Schichardus correRs this boldneſs with as lit- 
tle reaſon s the other affirms it, when he conceives that 
the whole Area of the Heavens would not conrsin above 
2C712 Myriads, tho they were placed contiguous one to 
another, bur rheſe roaring imaginations are grounded up- 
on a {lender foundation, for as the Barth whereon we
